"I had hardly got my uniform on,”
sayn, ""befire wae
days later we arrlved at Ostend and from
there wont to Monn,

"On August 1 wa were glven orders to
prepare for fighting, and tha next day,
about noon, the enemy attacked Mona,

"“We were told that Turcor ware going
to support us on the right and the Bel-
glana on the loft, but we did not soe aAny-
thing of them for the next four daya, 1
don’t remember mueh abnut what hap-
pened.

“After the firat hand-to-hand fight none
of us was In our right aensts. We fought
by Instinet, and never took the time to
think what we were dolng. All day long
wao fought, and at night we dug trenches,
At first, the ofMicera diracted us, but pret-
ty moon It was every man for himself. Wa
were facing the attack of the entira 15th
Garman Army Corps, made up of 40,000
men. We lost two-thirds of cur regiment
and all but two of our ofMcers, bBut we
gave them all they were lnoking for.

“For four days we never slopt and sgel-
dom ate. It seemed as If wome one hit
me an awful ona in the chest, and 1T
fell on my back In the tréench. When I
woka up I was In a Belglan Red Cross
ambulance and two men were pommél-
ling my chest. I asked them what they
